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£ 50 K BILL AS CAR 
HITS DEALERSHIP

AN out-of-control motorist 
smashed into a Kingswinford 
car dealership wrecking 10 ve¬ 
hicles and causing more than 
£50,000 worth of damage. 

The vehicles for sale - which were 
mainly Vauxhall Mokkas - were largely 
written off at T Wall Vauxhall which is 
off the High Street, Pensnett. 

The driver allegedly fled the scene following the 
incident on Sunday at around 4am. 

Sales manager Kevin Leaver said it had left a 
‘big impact’ on the family-run business. 

Mr Leaver, who has worked at the garage for the 
past 17 years, said: “They damaged up to 10 cars 
and I think the majority may be written off. I don’t 
know how much it will cost but it’s going to be well 
in excess of £50,000. 

“The driver was travelling towards Kingswin¬ 
ford and presumably lost control, went through 
the barriers and hit one of our cars in the drive¬ 
way. 

“It then catapulted across the driveway and 
crashed into another one of our cars which ca¬ 
reered into the rest. 

It has had a big impact on us. Lots of emergency 
services attended the scene and it was cleared up. 

Bailed 

“It is concerning because we don’t know how we 
will be claiming for it yet. It is an ongoing police 
investigation too. 

“It was just shocking really and not something 
you expect to happen.” 

West Midlands Police said a 28-year old man 
handed himself in and has been bailed pending 
further enquiries. 

John Westwood, 43, from Kingswinford, had 
been passing by later that morning when he saw 
the cars in what he labelled as an ‘horrific state’. 

He pulled up and decided to film it on his phone. 

Mr Westwood then went on to post the video on 
a Facebook group page - where it has gone on to 
receive thousands of views. 

He said: “It looked like a scene of an horrific 
accident yet there was no one around. 

“I had to pull up because I thought what the hell 
has happened. 

“There were skid marks but nothing really else 
that was that obvious.” 

He continued: “There has been a lot of shock in 
the community about it after I posted the video 
on Facebook. 

“Thank God it happened in the early hours of 
the morning as if it had been any later someone 
could have been seriously injured.” 

The dealership remained open as usual on Mon¬ 
day morning. 


MARCH ENSURES CHAINMAKERS NOT FORGOTTEN

MPS past and present joined forces with offi¬ 
cials from more than a dozen Trade Unions to 
ensure that heroines in the fight for women’s 
rights are not forgotten at an annual event. 

In March 1910 thousands of poorly-paid 
female chainmakers working in Cradley and 
Cradley Heath staged a 10-week strike that 
successfully established the right to a mini¬ 
mum wage. 

One hundred and seven years later their 
victory was marked with an all-day event in 
Cradley Heath High Street which included a 
march with union banners proudly held aloft. 

The annual Women Chainmakers’ Festival 
drew in the crowds. It is now linked with the 
Black Country Festival - a month-long cele¬ 
bration of Black Country Day. 

It was led by the County Durham Riverside 


Band to nearby Mary Macarthur Park, named 
after the woman who organised the fund that 
stopped the striking chainmakers from being 
starved into submission. 

Among the marchers was Annette Bradney, 
the only resident chainmaker now working in 
Cradley Heath. 

She took over the mantle from her late hus¬ 
band Michael who was a fourth generation 
chainmaker. His grandmother and her great 
aunt both took part in the strike. 

History 

She said it was vital that the annual event, 
being staged for the 12th year and recognised 
as the largest celebration in Britain of wom¬ 
en’s political history, continued so that people 


did not forget the hard times others had en¬ 
dured to provide better lives for those today. 

Former Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
Sylvia Heal, patron of the festival, stressed: 
“The women chainmakers were almost on the 
periphery of history until this festival started 
to ensure they were remembered and contin¬ 
ued to inspire future generations.” 

Rob Marris, the recently-retired MP for 
Wolverhampton South East said: “It is a great 
pleasure to be here at a celebration of such 
an important piece of working class history.” 

Black Country historian Dr Brian Dakin 
commented: “The children of today must 
be reminded that they would not have what 
they enjoy today had it not been for people 
like the women chainmakers standing up for 
their rights.”

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Pc honoured for tackling knifeman

A POLICE officer who bravely tackled a man 
wielding a large knife in a street has received 
an award for his commitment to protecting the 
public. 

Pc Wayne Trueman quickly responded to re¬ 
ports of men seen with a blade in Mill Street, 
Brierley Hill, last November. 

He spotted a suspect waving a 24cm knife 
in the street and, fearing for the safety of oth¬ 
ers in the area, courageously approached the 
armed man. Pc Trueman sprayed the suspect 
with CS-type spray after he refused to put the 
weapon down. 

The man threw the kitchen knife into a gar¬ 
den and fled but was caught after a foot chase 


by Pc Trueman who suffered a facial injury 
while arresting him. 

A 42-year-old man was found guilty of pos¬ 
sessing a knife in public and jailed for three 
months last December. 

Pc Trueman was awarded a Chief Consta¬ 
ble’s Commendation for his actions at an 
awards ceremony at Tally Ho last week. 

Sergeant Richard Galbraith, from Brierley 
Hill police, said: “This was a real show of brav¬ 
ery from Pc Trueman. 

“He was acutely aware of the risk posed to 
himself and others and was prepared to put 
himself in danger to protect the public,” Sgt 
Galbraith added. 


'Racing' driver jailed 
over fatal accident 


A DRIVER who smashed into a 
car killing the front-seat passen¬ 
ger as he used a busy dual car¬ 
riageway ‘as a race track’, has 
been jailed for more than five 
years. 

James Mills, aged 23, had been rac¬ 
ing another car on the busy Pedmore 
Road, near Merry Hill. 

One motorist described his black Ford 
Focus, which had been modified to make 
it more powerful, as hurtling past him Tike 
a rocket’. 

The victim was Vijaya Mistry, a 74-year- 
old grandmother, who was sitting next to 
her husband in their Mondeo as he waited 
to turn right into The Gateway. She was 
thrown through the passenger window and 
died of her injuries later in hospital. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
Mills had been travelling at up to 80mph 
- twice the limit - as he competed with a 
white Citreon on February 3. 

Speed 

Ms Cathlyn Orchard, prosecuting, said 
the main cause was the high speed of the 
Focus. 

Investigating officers said Mills’ car had 
covered 450 metres in just 15 seconds from 
a standing start. As it passed the BP sta¬ 
tion it was doing 73mph. 

Mills, who tested negative for drink 
and drugs, owned up immediately and ex¬ 
pressed genuine remorse and concern for 
his victims, the court heard. 

In defence, Ms Heidi Kubik said he had 
the courage to make admissions at the 
scene. 

“It is a sad feature of the case that the 
victim was ejected from the car because she 
wasn’t wearing a seat belt,’’she said. 

Mills, of School Road, Quarry Bank, 
Brierly Hill, admitted causing death by 
dangerous driving. He sobbed as he was 
jailed for five years and four months and 
banned from driving for seven years on his 
release.

Traffic lights 
revamp after 
council given 
£ 600 kfunds 

A REVAMP of traffic lights in Dud¬ 
ley will be carried out after more than 
£600,000 was secured from the govern¬ 
ment. 

Traffic signals along the A461 through 
Brierley Hill and A4101 in Pensnett and 
Kingswinford will be refurbished after 
Dudley Council secured £660,000 from 
the Department for Transport to spend 
on the maintenance. 

Delays will be expected while the work 
is carried out. 

The work is expected to begin this 
summer and will tie in to improve trans¬ 
port infrastructure ahead of the new 
Midland Metro tram line which will run 
from Wednesbury to Dudley. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabi¬ 
net member for environmental services, 
said: “We will notify residents if they 
will be impacted. 

“But we will try and keep disruption 
to a minimum.” 

Eight signal intersections will be im¬ 
proved. New sensory signals will be fit¬ 
ted to the signals, bringing them up to 
date with state-of-the-art technology. 

The traffic light improvements come 
ahead of major road improvement to a 
busy transport corridor in Pensnett. 

Work totalling £6.3 million has started 
to widen the High Street with two lanes 
introduced in both directions, two new 
sets of traffic lights and additional pe¬ 
destrian crossings. 

Contract changes 
avert strike action 

STRIKE action at Dudley Council has 
been averted after staff agreed to chang¬ 
es to their contracts. 

Bosses say the revised terms and con¬ 
ditions will save the council more than 
£1.6m over the next three years. 

Staff originally rejected proposals in 
an initial ballot to ‘test the water’ over 
the appetite for industrial action. 

The new agreement means that staff 
will be paid lOp less per mile for mileage 
allowances, meaning they will get 45p 
- the HMRC recommended amount - 
compared to the 55p per mile previously. 
Staff will also have to take three days 
unpaid leave and member allowances 
will be reduced. 

Overtime payments for anyone earn¬ 
ing over £36,000 will also be stopped, in 
a bid to save £77,000. 


Shop still for sale 

A FORMER Co-op supermarket in 
Halesowen remains on the market near¬ 
ly one year on. The site on Halesowen 
Road, near the Kent Road island, has 
been up for let for around £190,000 a 
year by Sellers surveyors. The building 
has remained empty since early 2015.

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Revamp bid 
for Trident 
Centre back 
on agenda 

A LONG-awaited plan to revamp a 
shopping centre is back on the table, 
according to council chiefs. 

An ambitious overhaul of the Tri¬ 
dent Centre in Dudley was shelved 
earlier this year after a row between 
developer John Sykes, chairman of 
Atlantis Property, and council chiefs. 

However, since leadership of the 
local authority switched from Labour 
to Conservative, Mr Sykes said he has 
had a successful meeting with new 
leader Patrick Harley - which could 
see a scheme to revamp the centre 
resurrected. 

Councillor Harley described talks 
as ‘very positive’ and said new invest¬ 
ment in the borough was ‘vital’. 

Previous plans included shops and 
leisure attractions, while the firm 
also wanted to create 185 apartments. 
Councillor Harley said: “I think it 
would be a mix of residential and 
retail outlets as has been mentioned 
before. It’s vital that we engage with 
people like John Sykes and try to 
make Dudley an attractive place to 
invest. 

“If we could develop the Trident 
Centre it would really provide a boost 
for that part of the town. It looks very 
positive.” 

Mr Sykes said: “We need to work 
in synergy as we both want the same 
things and the right thing for the 
area.It’s looking better and we seem 
to be back on the right ground again.” 

Election shake-up 
on cards at council 

A CONSULTATION has aunched on 
plans to shake up elections in Dud¬ 
ley - with all councillors elected once 
every four years. 

Currently, the council elects in 
thirds with 24 seats out 72 up for 
grabs every year, with elected coun¬ 
cillors sitting for four years. 

But under new plans, if agreed 
by the council, all 72 seats would be 
voted for at the same time. 

Chief executive Sarah Norman said: 
“It is important we listen to local peo¬ 
ple when considering these. There are 
many advantages and disadvantages 
to both systems.” 

The consultation is open until Sep¬ 
tember 15 and the results will be put 
to a meeting of the full council in Oc¬ 
tober.

Lorry driver jailed for fatal crash

A ‘RECKLESS’ lorry driver who killed a 
car driver in a ‘completely avoidable’ crash 
in slow-moving traffic has been jailed for 
four years. 

Mark Williams, aged 45, of Tipton, 
crashed his lorry into the back of the car, 
causing the car to hit the back of the lorry 
in front of it on the A13 near Grays, Essex 
Police said. 

The driver of the car, 23 year-old Foday 
Koroma from Basildon, died at the scene at 
around 9.30am on February 2. 

Williams, of Park Lane West, admitted 
causing death by dangerous driving and 
was jailed for four years at Basildon Crown 


Court, banned from driving for three years 
and will have to take an extended test. 

Detective Sergeant Pete Harris, from the 
Essex Police Serious Collision Investigation 
Unit, said: “This was a completely avoida¬ 
ble crash which has led to the death of an 
innocent man. Mark Williams’s reckless¬ 
ness has had devastating consequences. 

“”I cannot reiterate strongly enough how 
big the impact is on a family when we have 
to tell them a loved one has died because of 
someone else’s actions. 

“I hope the sentence provides some solace 
to Mr Koroma’s family.” 

Earlier court hearings were told Williams 


was on the A1012 exit slip road on the Lon- 
don-bound A13 when the Yodel lorry he was 
driving ploughed in to the back of Mr Koro¬ 
ma’s red Peugeot 307 at about 9.30am. Wil¬ 
liams was arrested at the scene on suspicion 
of causing death by dangerous driving. 

Tributes were paid to Mr Koroma, who 
lived in Basildon, and was on his way to the 
University of Greenwich in London at the 
time of the crash. 

Pastor George Quaicoe, who leads the 
congregation of the Greater Grace Temple 
in Barking, the church at which Mr Koroma 
worshipped, said: “He was very humble, 
very quiet and very loving and caring.” 


Clean-up is removing 
mountain of rubbish 


IT resembles a river of rubbish - more 
than 2,000 tons of waste creating a 
stinking blot on the landscape. Now 
the huge task of clearing the site has 
begun after a watchdog group stepped 
in. 

The Environment Agency took enforce¬ 
ment action against the company responsible 
for the 2,000 tons of rubbish at Shaw Road, 
Dudley, and last week the permit holders and 
landowners had began clearing the site, mon¬ 
itored by the Environment Agency (EA). 

The job is expected to take weeks with the mass 
of rubbish being taken by trucks to legitimate 
waste sites. 

Steve Rogers, environment officer for the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency said: “Waste on the site of Row- 
anoak Waste, Shaw Road, Dudley, has started to 
be cleared.” 

Meanwhile, a probe continues to find out just 
how the dump was allowed to get so out of control. 

Mr Rogers added: “While our investigation into 
the depositing of the waste at the site is ongoing, 
we have been working with the permit holders and 
landowners to secure the safe and legal removal of 
waste at the site. 

Safely 

“We estimate the site contains 2,000 tonnes of 
waste; this waste is now being cleared and will be 
taken to landfill. We are monitoring and tracking 
the waste to make sure it is being disposed of safely. 

“We take our role as a regulator seriously and we 
take enforcement action against anyone operating 
outside their permit or operating illegally.” 

The EA has repeated its appeal for information 
about mounds of waste that are causing a concern. 

In March 2016, the agency took formal enforce¬ 
ment action against the operator Rowan Oak Waste 
Services, over its failure to reduce the amount of 
waste on the site and removed its right to operate 
as a result. 

A revocation notice was served, which took effect 
in April last year and required the operator to clear 
the site by September 16, 2016. 

If anyone has any concerns about a waste site, 
they can call the Environment Agency on 0800 80 
70 60.

142-home plan at industrial site 


INDUSTRIAL land which has 
been blighted by anti-social be¬ 
haviour could be transformed 
and turned into homes. 

An application has been lodged 
with Dudley Council for the over¬ 
haul of the site, off Darkhouse 
Lane, in Coseley. The developer, 
Clive Jessup, from Cannock, 
hopes to turn the currently der¬ 


elict 13-acre site near Rosewood 
Primary School into a new hous¬ 
ing estate of up to 142 homes. 

Dudley Council leader Patrick 
Harley said if the scheme went 
ahead it would be ‘a boost’ to the 
local area. 

A previous application in 2013, 
from Darkhouse Properties (Jer¬ 
sey) Ltd, for 108 properties, was 


approved, but no development 
has taken place. 

A design and planning state¬ 
ment submitted as part of the 
application states: “Despite the 
site being allocated as employ¬ 
ment land it must be noted the 
site has remained vacant for 
some time now and is subject to 
anti-social behaviour problems.”

Hate crimes in fall 
since referendum 

HATE crimes based on race or re¬ 
ligion in the West Midlands have 
dropped by 13 per cent since the EU 
referendum in June last year. 

From July 2015 to May last year, 
there were 3,306 hate crimes. Then, 
in the same nine-month period from 
July last year to May this year there 
were 2,879 of the crimes. 

In October last year, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Council supported National Hate 
Crime Awareness Week. 

Council leader, Roger Lawrence, 
made a public statement on the issue. 
He said: “Wolverhampton is proud to 
be a city that respects and values di¬ 
versity.” 

Hundreds of tower 
blocks are checked 

FIRE investigators are testing clad¬ 
ding on more than 400 high-rise 
blocks across the West Midlands in 
the wake of the Grenfell Tower dis¬ 
aster. 

They are looking for a specific type 
of aluminium cladding as part of 
ramped up efforts to look into safety 
around high-rise buildings. 

West Midlands Fire Service chief 
fire officer Phil Loach said there are 
‘no new significant fire safety issues’ 
regarding high-rises in the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

There are no tower blocks in the 
Black Country fitted with flammable 
cladding, council bosses confirmed. 

Book about war 
leaders praised 

A UNIVERSITY of Birmingham 
graduate has won praise for his book, 
which has been released during the 
centenary year of the Battle of Arras. 

Dr Trevor Harvey’s work, An Army 
of Brigadiers, British Brigade Com¬ 
manders at the Battle of Arras 1917 
has been praised for offering ‘unique 
and original insights on British oper¬ 
ations on the Western Front’. 

Dr Harvey, who grew up in Great 
Barr, was educated at West Bromwich 
Grammar School. 

Company founder 
Roy dies aged 83 

A COMPANY founder who ran his 
own engineering business in Wolver¬ 
hampton for more than half a centu¬ 
ry has died at 83. Roy Humphries, of 
Monmore Green, started the business 
from a unit in Coven. It now employs 
around a dozen people. 

The family firm, R. Humphries En¬ 
gineering Company Ltd, now based in 
Sharrocks Street, is run by the next 
two generations. His funeral will take 
place today, Thursday, at Bushbury 
Crematorium. 


Social care costs to see council tax rise 


COUNCIL tax could increase by three per 
cent next year in Dudley to pay for adult 
social care. 

The possible rise was discussed at a meet¬ 
ing of the council’s cabinet last Thursday, 
when a review into the care strategy was 
discussed. 

The idea was aired as part of a discussion 
on how the social care budget had been 
‘squeezed’ over the last ten years, taking 
into account increases in the National Liv¬ 


ing Wage. Councillor Les Jones, cabinet 
member for housing, said: “I can go back 
10 or more years and see how we have 
squeezed the care home sector to keep costs 
down. The effect has been people living in 
inadequate care homes in the borough or 
having no option but to go elsewhere. 

“We haven’t made provision for the Na¬ 
tional Living Wage.” 

Tony Oakman, strategic director of peo¬ 
ple, said: “All care homes are regulated by 


the CQC and have to meet certain stand¬ 
ards. But the council has met the require¬ 
ments of the National Living Wage at £4 
million and there have been several uplifts 
to provider rates which equates to some¬ 
thing in the region of £300,000. We are 
doing everything we should be doing.” 

Chairman of the meeting, Councillor 
Patrick Harley, said: “This should not be 
an issue of politics but one that we can col- 
laboratively work together on.” Councillor Jones

Passengers 
subjected 
to random 
bus attacks 

A THUG who viciously attacked ran¬ 
dom bus passengers because he was 
‘having a bad day’ has been locked up. 

Tyrique Watson’s victims were left 
injured and shocked by the unpro¬ 
voked assaults in Stourbridge - all on 
the number nine bus, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

One passenger needed surgery for a 
broken nose. A teenager who went to 
another victim’s aid ended up being 
struck several times herself and hav¬ 
ing clumps of her hair pulled out. 

The court heard 19-year-old Wat¬ 
son appeared ‘emotionless’ during the 
attacks on three women and a man 
which were caught on CCTV. 

Judge Nicholas Webb described the 
attacks as ‘vicious outbreaks of vio¬ 
lence’ against vulnerable people who 
were clearly targeted. He sentenced 
Watson to four years in a Young Of¬ 
fenders Institution. 

The court heard all four victims 
had been left too nervous to use pub¬ 
lic transport. 

Ms Rachel Pennington, defending, 
said Watson could not explain his 
actions but was full of remorse. “He 
had been having a bad day, he lost his 
temper and he knows there was no 
need to hit anyone,” she said. “What 
he did was out of character.” 

Watson, of Stepping Stones, Stour¬ 
bridge, who had not been in trouble 
before, admitted one charge of wound¬ 
ing and three of assault causing actual 
bodily harm. 

Judge Webb said the attacks had 
shown a degree of premeditation as 
the CCTV footage showed Watson 
looking for someone to pick on. 


Consultation on 
homes strategy 

PEOPLE living in high-rise tower 
blocks in Dudley could be moved out 
into low-rise accommodation, under 
plans to build new houses on green 
belt land. 

The council opened its consultation 
into the Black Country Core Strategy, 
which includes looking at home-build¬ 
ing for the future. 

Councillor Les Jones, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing, said: “People living in 
high-rise blocks could see themselves 
moved out. 

“One of the issues is, if they are 
moved out of high-rise blocks into 
low-rise accommodation, low-rise 
buildings take up more space. So we 
will need to look at different sites and 
land to build on.” 

A series of roadshow consultation 
events are in the pipeline and will be 
finalised soon to enable people to go 
along and have their say on the plans.

Firm's false 
registration 
claims lead 
to court bill 

A HEATING firm that falsely claimed 
to be registered to two trade accred¬ 
itation organisations has landed a 
court bill of more than £3,000. 

Plumbzone (Dudley) Ltd, of Pros¬ 
pect Row, Dudley, and two directors 
admitted the offences at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Magistrates Court. 

The court heard how the company 
had been told by Dudley Council trad¬ 
ing standards officers it was longer 
NICEIC registered, but continued to 
display the logo on its website and 
vans. It also found the company’s 
website and vans continued to display 
the Guild of Master Craftsmen logo 
after it ceased membership in 2013. 

The court was told no complaints 
had been received from customers, 
but the false claims may have led cus¬ 
tomers to employ the company on the 
basis of the claimed accreditations. 

Plumbzone (Dudley) Ltd, and a 
former director Arshad Mohammed, 
pleaded guilty to two offences under 
the Consumer Protection from Unfair 
Trading Regulations 2008 in relation 
to the false claims. 

Company director Mumtaz Ali 
Khan admitted three offences includ¬ 
ing failing to make adequate checks 
that information on the company’s 
website was accurate. Khan was fined 
£750 with £491 costs and £30 victim 
surcharge. Both Mohammed, and the 
company, were fined £500 with £491 
costs and £30 surcharge. 

HSE action over 
steel firm accident 

A STEEL stockholders in Dudley is 
being prosecuted by the Health & 
Safety Executive. 

It follows an incident last year in 
which a man suffered serious injuries 
during the delivery of steel coil to the 
company. 

The victim’s legs were crushed 
when he became trapped by the metal 
while on the back of a lorry at an in¬ 
dustrial unit on Deepdale Lane, Lower 
Gornal, at 1.45pm. on November 8. 

Fire crews used specialist lifting 
equipment to free the man, who is in 
his 30s, before he was lowered off the 
lorry and rushed to Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham. 

The man sustained serious crush in¬ 
juries and required advanced trauma 
care to stabilise his condition.

Travellers could get transient site 


A TEMPORARY travellers’ site could be provided 
in Dudley in a bid to discourage illegal camps. 
DUDLEY Council chiefs have been looking at suita¬ 
ble sites in the borough. 

Travellers set up camp on two playing fields last 
week, prompting a fresh row over how to deal with 
the problem. 

Councillor Les Jones, Dudley’s cabinet member 
for housing, said: “Myself and councillor Karen 
Shakespeare have been looking to see if their is a 
suitable transient site. One could help us tackle ille¬ 
gal traveller camps. It has to be something that we 
look at in the future.” 

Transient sites see travellers pay a fee to use 
them. The provision of such sites also bring in 


greater powers for councils to tackle the illegal 
camps which cause distress for nearby residents and 
often leave an authority or landowner with a huge 
clean up bill. 

Travellers in around 40 caravans pitched up on 
Milking Bank last month, near to Milking Bank 
Primary School, before moving on to Grange Park. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin criticised Dudley 
Council and West Midlands Police over how long it 
took to move on the travellers. 

He tweeted:” It is outrageous. Been there since 
Tuesday. I went today (on Saturday) and there are 
over 40 caravans. I’ve been urging the council and 
police to sort it out.” 

He asked councillor Jones why it had taken so 


long, adding that the suggestion was a ‘complete 
disgrace’. 

Councillor Jones, responding on Twitter, tweeted: 
“So long? Bailiffs used to move from site one, action 
already in process for site two. Council staff threat¬ 
ened with knives, get real Ian.” 

He said a member of staff was threatened by trav¬ 
ellers but the incident was not reported to police. 

In neighbouring Sandwell plans are also in the 
pipeline for a transient site. Sandwell brought in 
powers earlier this year that allows them to move on 
travellers from council-owned land within 24 hours. 

Councillor Jones added: “Some travellers know 
the law better than we do. They know how to play 
it.”

Bad blood 
until an 
inquiry is 
finally held 

The biggest UK medical scandal since 
thalidomide is in danger of fading into the 
background again, eclipsed by Brexit and 
terrorism on the national agenda. 

The tainted blood scandal saw hae¬ 
mophiliacs, many of them children, given 
blood products by the NHS in the 1970s 
and 80s that were contaminated with HIV 
and hepatitis C. 

People with blood clotting disorders 
were given products sourced from con¬ 
victs and ‘skid row’ donors in the United 
States, including drug addicts and prosti¬ 
tutes who were paid to donate blood. 

For decades victims and their families 
were told that the infections that caused 
premature deaths and disabled many 
others were an unforseeable and unfortu¬ 
nate consequence of treatment. 

But then Andy Burnham MP, in his last 
speech in Parliament before leaving to 
become Mayor of Manchester, called for 
an inquiry after alleging a ‘criminal cov¬ 
er-up on an industrial scale’ in the NHS 
over the historic use of contaminated 
blood. 

In a powerful speech the former Health 
Secretary said he had seen documents 
that showed victims had been used as 
‘guinea pigs’ and subjected to ‘slurs and 
smears’ when they tried to get more in¬ 
formation about their treatment. 

Evidence has come to light that some 
senior medics knew that the products 
were harmful but continued to allow them 
to be used. And these products were not 
always being given in life-or-death oper¬ 
ations, sometimes they were for minor 
procedures. 

The victims and their families have long 
suspected a cover up and that succes¬ 
sive Governments have dragged their 
feet, aware that a potential compensation 
bill is coming down as victims die. The 
victims have only received some small 
discretionary payments linked to person¬ 
al hardships, not the major compensation 
that victims in several other countries 
have received. It seems that in the UK 
saving money is the top priority, rather 
than justice for the thousands of victims 
and their families. No body or organisa¬ 
tion has ever admitted liability. 

Quite rightly there has been a public 
inquiry into the Hillsborough disaster, in 
which 96 died, and it seems certain one 
will be held into the Grenfell Tower horror, 
where the death toll is likely to surpass 
79. However, more than 2,000 people in 
the UK have died as a result of tainted 
blood. Thousands more have been living 
with poor health as a result. Surely they 
deserve a public inquiry too?

Brave Tom faces muddy 
challenge for charity

CANCER survivor Tom Grif¬ 
fiths has watched with envy 
as his mother wallowed in 
mud, scrambled down sludgy 
slides and through boggy 
ground in the name of charity 
And this year he will join in the 
fun himself! 

The eight-year-old supported his 
mother Emma from the sidelines when 
she took part in Cancer Research UK’s 
Pretty Muddy event. 

So Tom - known to his mates as 
‘Tommy G’ - was first in the queue 
when he heard that Race for Life was 
staging its first ever Pretty Muddy 
Kids.

But amaz¬ 
ingly Tom went into remission after 
only four weeks of treatment and he’s 
never looked back. We’re now down to 
appointments every four months. 

“He loves to get involved, so he was 


desperate to join in when I did Race for 
Life Pretty Muddy. He was delighted 
when he heard about Pretty Muddy 
Kids - it will be my turn to stand on 
the sidelines as he has a whale of a 
time and hurls mud at me.” 

Emma will not be missing out, she is 
taking part in the adult Race for Life 
Pretty Muddy event at Cofton Park in 
Longbridge later the same day. 

Emma added: “We hope boys and 


girls across the region will join him at 
Pretty Muddy Kids.

Predator sent to jail 
for grooming girl, 13 


A MAN who groomed a school¬ 
girl over the internet by pretend¬ 
ing to be a 15-year-old boy has 
been jailed. 

Paul Hawker encouraged the 
13-year-old to set up a secret online 
file where they could share private 
messages and photos, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The 55-year-old, of Woodsetton, also 
created a second fake identity, pretending 
to be the boy’s 17-year-old sister ‘to keep 
the fantasy going’ after she ‘went quiet on 
him’, said Ms Sati Ruck, prosecuting. 

He was found out after the victim’s 
parents took her iPad as a joke and were 
suspicious about what they felt was an 
over-reaction by her. 

Hawker told the girl how to download 
instant messanger app Kik so they could 
chat exclusively without others seeing the 
content, the court was told. He engaged her 
in general chat for a couple of days before 
asking her for photos of herself and, at bed¬ 
times, talking about ‘kissing and cuddling’. 

Messages 

Hawker also enticed her to perform a sex 
act, explaining step by step through inter¬ 
net messages what she should do, telling 
her not to be shy and to send naked photos 
of herself, although this did not happen. 

Hawker had previously been sentenced 
to four months in prison for four offences 
of taking indecent photographs and two of 
gross indecency with an underage child be¬ 
tween 1998 - 1999. 

Defending, Mr Stephen Hamblett said 
Hawker, of Parkes Hall Road, had no in¬ 
tention of meeting the girl and that he had 
mental health issues. 

Hawker pleaded guilty to inciting a child 
to engage in sexual activity. He was jailed 
for three years and four months and made 
the subject of a sexual harm prevention 
order.

Rebecca Gray, 32, was given a suspended sentence 

A TAX office worker acted ‘despicably’ by fraudulently 
claiming more than £56,000 in tax credits over seven years, 
a court heard. 

Rebecca Gray, a customer services officer at the Dudley 
tax office, was in ‘a unique position’ to know that what she 
was doing was wrong, a judge told her. 

Gray, aged 32, was spared a prison sentence after the 
court heard that she had lied when she claimed she had 
split from her partner and had moved into her grandfa¬ 
ther’s Wolverhampton home, making her eligible for a sin¬ 
gle parent’s tax credit allowance. 

The mother-of-four had also understated the amount 
of maternity pay she received, which then entitled her to 
more maternity credit, whilst overstating the child care 
cover she needed. 

She joined the Dudley tax office in 2006 when she started 
making a joint claim with her partner for child tax credits, 
said Ms Lynette McClement, prosecuting. 

Gray had alleged that her relationship with her partner 
broke down in July 2014, and she started claiming single 
parent’s tax credits, when in fact she was still living with 
him in Lower Gornal. 

Sacked 

Her partner was not facing similar charges because the 
false claims were made in her name. 

Gray, who was sacked from her job at the tax office, was 
arrested in March last year. 

A check with her grandfather showed that she had not 
lived at his address for 11 years. 

Gray had benefitted by £100 a week in maternity benefits 
and £275 a week in child care costs. 

The overpayment between 2009 to 2016, came to a total 
of £56,344, Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

Gray, of Brookdale, Lower Gornal, pleaded guilty to four 
offences contravening the Tax Credit Act. 

She was sentenced to two years jail suspended for two 
years and was alsi given a 12-month supervision order. 

Recorder Nicholas Syfret, QC, told her: “You behaved 
despicably. You were in a unique position to know that 
what you were doing was wrong.” 


Derelict land is lined up for 
140 homes under new proposal 


INDUSTRIAL land in Coseley 
which has been blighted by 
anti-social behaviour will be 
transformed and turned into 
140 homes, under proposals. 

An application has been submitted 
to Dudley Council for the overhaul of 
the site, off Darkhouse Lane. 

The developer hopes to turn the 
currently derelict 13-acre site near 


Rosewood Primary School into a new 
housing estate of up to 142 homes. 

Dudley Council leader Patrick Har¬ 
ley said he welcomed the outline plan¬ 
ning proposals as a potential noost to 
the area if they get the go-ahead. 

A previous application for the land 
was approved in 2013 but no develop¬ 
ment has taken place on the site. 

The new plans have been submit¬ 
ted by Clive Jessup from Cannock. 


The outline proposals would include 
a noise ‘buffer’ constructed to ward 
against noise pollution. 

A design and planning statement 
submitted as part of the application 
says: “Despite the site being allocated 
as employment land, it is understood 
Dudley Council have expressed a will¬ 
ingness to consider the site’s potential 
for residential development.” 


Youngster injured in 
attack near school 

A PUPIL was attacked and left with minor injuries out¬ 
side a Sedgley school last Thursday morning. 

Police were called to High Areal School, in High Areal 
Drive, at 8.50am. 

Headteacher Jo Bull said: “There was an incident off 
school grounds where one of our pupils was attacked. 
We carried out our standard safety procedures and 
informed police immediately. The pupil was left with 
minor injuries and the matter is now in the hands of 
the police.” 

Police spokesperson Kate Baker said: “Officers were 
called to reports of a disorder at High Areal School at 
around 8:50am. Officers were at the school speaking to 
pupils and teachers to establish what happened.”

Colour TV? No, some still 
watch in black and white 


COLOUR television has now 
turned 50 - but some people 
in the West Midlands are still 
watching in black and white. 

Figures have been released to 
mark the milestone of the first col¬ 
our transmission on the BBC. 

TV Licensing says more than 8,000 
homes across the UK still watch pro¬ 
grammes in black and white. 

The TV Licensing B&W Index shows 
large urban areas hold the majority of 
black and white TV licences, with 45 peo¬ 
ple in Wolverhampton, 22 in Walsall as 
well as a staggering 377 in Birmingham 
watching black and white transmissions. 

One explanation could be cost, as a 
colour licence costs £147 and a black and 
white licence costs £49.50. 

Mark Whitehouse, TV licensing spokes¬ 
man for the West Midlands, said: “It is 
striking that in an era of HD TV and 
spectacular true-to-life pictures, there are

still more than 8,000 viewers content to 
watch spectacular programmes like The 
Night Manager and Planet Earth in 
monochrome. 

“Whether you watch in black and 
white on a 50-year-old TV set or in col¬ 
our on a tablet, you need to be covered 
by a TV licence to watch or record pro¬ 
grammes as they are broadcast. 

“You also need to be covered by a TV 
licence to download or watch BBC pro¬ 
grammes on iPlayer, on any device.” 

While the figures reveal there may be 
life in the oldest TV equipment yet, BBC 
statistics indicate emerging technologies 
are changing the way many of us watch 
TV altogether. 

Fewer than 500 families had a colour 
TV set in 1967 when Australian John 
Newcombe took the Wimbledon mens’ 


title by thrashing Wilhelm Bungert. 

Comparatively, more than nine million 
people tuned in to watch Sir Andy Mur¬ 
ray lift the title for a second time last 
year, beating Milos Raonic in straight 
sets. 

BBC iPlayer recorded the highest 
unique browser reach on record, with an 
average of 19.9 million unique browsers 
weekly across June 2016. 

The first colour transmission went out 
on July 1, 1967 on BBC Two. 

The Wimbledon Tennis Champion¬ 
ships marked the beginning of regular 
colour television in the UK, with David 
Attenborough, then controller of BBC 
Two, announcing the channel would ini¬ 
tially broadcast in colour for around five 
hours a week. 

Just a handful of colour sets were in 
use at the start of colour transmissions, 
but by 1968 most BBC Two programmes 
were in colour and by 1977, sales of col¬ 
our TV licences had overtaken numbers 
of black and white licences.

A FORMER caretaker’s house will be demol¬ 
ished with a new nursery built in its place, 
under new plans.

“This project sits on the 
site of a former caretaker’s 
house within the school 
grounds. Initial work was 
carried out looking at the 
feasibility of extending the 
caretaker’s house to include 
childcare space downstairs 
and some office space up¬ 
stairs. The proposed end 
solution was to extend and 
alter the caretaker’s house.

However this proposal 
didn’t give value for money, 
and the spaces could not be 
designed to work efficiently. 

“It was therefore agreed 
that the best solution should 
be to demolish the caretak¬ 
er’s house and replace this 
with a purpose-built child¬ 
care facility. 

“The headteacher and 
governors of Netherbrook 
School are keen to see the 
project developed to support 
their ‘community school’ 
ethos to aid transitions and 
to support parents to have 
access to good quality child¬ 
care for two- and three-year- 
olds in order to increase 
their current working hours 
or to seek work.

The council is respon¬ 
sible for maintaining 20 
closed CofE churchyards, 
including St Andrew’s, 
Netherton, St Michaels, 
Brierley Hill, Sedgley Old 
Cemetery, St John’s, Kates 
Hill, Dudley and Christ 
Church in Lye. 

Councillor Karen Shake¬ 
speare, cabinet memberfor 
environmental services, 
said: “The council is re¬ 
sponsible for maintaining 
20 closed C of E church¬ 
yards, many of which came 
into the council’s care dec¬ 
ades ago. When the council 
adopts closed churchyards, 
it does so without any extra 
funding for maintenance 
and we have continued to 
provide maintenance de¬ 
spite reduced budgets.”

ALL 40 rare firemen’s hel¬ 
mets went and a £4k loco¬ 
motive nameplate capped 
the lot as more than £100,000 
was spent at an auction tar¬ 
geted at men. 

Internet bids came from as far 
away as New Zealand, the Middle 
East and America when 630 items 
went under the hammer at Fold¬ 
ings Auctioneers in Mill Race 
Lane, Stourbridge on Saturday. 

Around 200 people - some travelling 
from South Wales, the West Country 
and Norfolk - attended in person while 
500 more registered to bid via the in¬ 
ternet from around the world. 

“It was a phenomenal success,” said 
Mark Hannam, who handled the sale 
of 300 of the lots with the remainder 
being split between colleagues. 

Leather 

It was the firm’s annual Mantiques 
auction, so called because it featured 
items most likely to appeal to males. 

The fire service helmets - all from 
the 19th and 20th century - each 
fetched between £200 and £700, de¬ 
pending on the rarity and brigade they 
came from. 

They were made from leather, brass 
or chrome with several coming from 
the fire service at the former Marsh 
and Baxter meat factory in Brierley 
Hill. There was even one from the 
Windsor Castle fire brigade. 

A 450-strong collection of tampers, 
used to damp down the tobacco in a 
pipe, were all sold after being broken 
into 44 separate lots, with six strong 
sets fetching around £300. 

One with a ‘peep show’ of an Ed¬ 
wardian lady getting undressed for 
a bath visible through a tiny hole in 
the top of the implement was sold for 


£150. A set of 20 silent movie posters 
was snapped up by a collector in Amer¬ 
ica and 24 coins commemorating Royal 
events cost a bidder in the Middle East 
£700. 

A medal awarded to Pte S Popple 
2/24th foot who was wounded in the 
battle of Isandlwana during the Zulu 
wars on January 22 1879 topped 
£4,000 but the star of the show was 


the nameplate of Sir Arthur Yorke, a 
Bulldog class Great Western steam lo¬ 
comotive built in 1906 and withdrawn 
in 1949. It went for £4,500. 

A pair of signed Muhammad Ali 
gloves fetched £900. They were signed 
by the boxing great at a charity auc¬ 
tion in Perry Barr in 1983 and were 
sold by Peter Plevey, 73, of Kinver, 
who had paid £500 for them.

THE final design of a monument in Wood- 
setton paying tribute to pioneer of the in¬ 
dustrial revolution is being drawn up. 

Plans are in the pipeline for a statue de¬ 
signed by Dudley artist Steve Field to com¬ 
memorate Abraham Darby, who was born 
in Woodsetton in 1679. He found a much 
quicker method of producing iron, which 
helped to spark the industrial revolution. 

Upper Gornal and Woodsetton Councillor 
Keiran Casey, who is helping to organise the 
project, said: “We are in the final stages of 
agreeing a design for the memorial.” 

Darby’s grandson Abraham Darby III 
went on to build the world-famous Iron 
Bridge in Shropshire, which opened in 1781. 


Nurse is struck off after theft 
and producing false reference 


A NURSE who stole diazepam tab¬ 
lets and then produced a fake refer¬ 
ence has been struck off. 

Katie Louise Prince was given a community 
order after stealing the tablets from Russells 
Hall Hospital in Dudley in January last year. 

The 37-year-old, of Stickley Lane, Lower 
Gornal, was suspended by the nursing watch¬ 
dog and, as part of the disciplinary process, was 


asked to provide testimonials from employers. 
A review panel noticed the writing in an em¬ 
ployer’s reference she provided was ‘strikingly 
similar’ to her own handwriting. 

Following an urgent reconsideration of her 
case by a Nursing and Midwifery Council disci¬ 
plinary committee, she has now been struck off. 

Miss Prince admitted stealing the tablets, 
worth £1.50, at Black Country Magistrates’ 
Court in February last year. As a result, she was 


suspended and asked for testimonials from em¬ 
ployers about her ‘honesty and integrity’. After 
the NMC became aware of the false reference, 
attempts were made to contact her but she did 
not respond and she didn’t attend a hearing in 
London. 

Panel chair Andrew Gell said: “ We deter¬ 
mined that it was necessary to take action to 
prevent Miss Prince from practising in the fu¬ 
ture.” 


Arenas will give 
city ‘the edge’ 

FOUR major arenas have been identified 
as the cornerstones of Birmingham’s bid 
to host the 2022 Commonwealth Games. 

City centre venues Symphony Hall and 
the Barclaycard Arena would play a major 
part, while the NEC and Genting Arena, 
near Birmingham Airport, have also been 
selected. 

Members of the Birmingham 2022 
Steering Group say that they have the 
edge over major rivals for the event, Liver¬ 
pool, with 95 per cent of the city’s venues 
already up and running with the second 
city ready to deliver on time.

Peter Knott, area director, Arts Council 
England said: “We’re delighted to unveil 
our ambitious new portfolio reaching more 
people in more places across the Midlands 
than ever before. 

“The Arts Council is investing more 
money than ever before outside London, 
we’re introducing 42 new organisations, in¬ 
cluding museums and libraries for the first 
time, as well as continuing to fund current 
organisations. “

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Knife crime soars with 
seven offences a day

KNIFE crime in the West Mid¬ 
lands has shot up in the last two 
years, latest figures show. 

There were 654 knife crimes record¬ 
ed between October and December 
last year - around seven a day. This 
compares with 388 in the same period 
in 2014 -an increase of 68.5 per cent. 

The figures were revealed just days after 
yet another violent death on the streets of 
the Black Country. 

James Brindley, aged 26, died in his par¬ 
ents’ arms after being stabbed on Little 
Aston Road in Aldridge. He was making his 
way home after a night out when he was 
attacked. 

In the last five years a total of 8,519 knife 
crimes have been committed across the 
whole of the West Midlands. This figure in¬ 
cludes 64 homicides, which include murder 
or manslaughter, and 125 attempted mur¬ 
ders. This averages out at more than four 
homicides or attempted murders a month 
since 2012 across the region. 

Incidents 

The number of knife crimes has also 
increased every quarter, bar one, since 
December 2014. The worst period for homi¬ 
cides was between January and March 2015 
when there were nine incidents. The worst 
for attempted murder was between October 
and December 2015 with 13. 

Not a single three month period has gone 
by since 2012 when there has not been an 
incident of attempted murder involving a 
knife. October to December of 2012 is the 
only period without a knife-related death. 

The most recent quarter on record, be¬ 
tween October and December last year, 
has recorded the highest number of knife 
crimes in the past five years. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman Kate 
Baker said: “The rise in knife crime in the 
West Midlands mirrors an increase nation¬ 
ally but it’s important to remember not all 
knife crime offences result in injury being 
caused.” 


THEY are used to threaten and en¬ 
danger lives, bringing pain, tragedy 
and heartbreak to victims and their 
families. 

But now 100,000 knives and 
blades given up by members of the 
public have been turned into a piece 
of art. The Knife Angel, made by 
artist Alfie Bradley, was unveiled 
recently at the British Ironwork 
Centre in Oswestry, near Shrews¬ 
bury. 


It took two years to create and 
has already come to be seen as a 
national monument against knife 
crime. The 25ft-high sculpture was 
the culmination of a Save A Life, 
Surrender Your Knife campaign to 
help get knives and other bladed 
weapons off the streets. 

The knives came from a number 
of police forces across the country, 
including West Midlands, collected 
in knife surrender bins. 


£80 fines 
threat over 
dogs left to 
run loose 


DOG owners could be hit with £80 on-the- 
spot fines for having their pets off leads near 
schools under tough new measures. 

Under the new Public Spaces Protection Order all 
dogs would have to be kept on leads within 100-me- 
tres of all the city’s schools and academies, and also 
alongside ‘major arterial roads’. 


And if they are caught 
breaking those rules they 
could then be hit with one 
of the penalties. 

Conservative group leader 
Wendy Thompson said the 
plans were like ‘using a 
sledgehammer to crack a 
nut’ - as most dog owners 
are responsible. But cabi¬ 
net member Steve Evans 
said the move ‘encouraged 
responsible dog ownership’ 
in the city. 

Councillor Evans, cabinet 
member for city environ¬ 
ment, said: “Various dog 
control orders which we 
have had in place for the 
past decade will be coming 
to an end later this year. 

“The proposed new public 
space protection order will 
consolidate the previous 
three orders made in 2007 
and will also seek to make

slight changes by increasing 
the number of arterial roads 
that dogs are required to be 
kept on a lead and create 
new controls for dogs near 
schools.” 

Those who do not comply 
with the order will be taken 
to court and face a fine of up 
to £1,000. 

Councillor Thompson 
said: “Most dog owners are 
very responsible and can de¬ 
cide themselves if they think 
it is safe to let their dogs off 
the lead.” 

A consultation runs until 
July 14, with the tougher 
dog ban due to be scruti¬ 
nised at a cabinet meeting 
on July 19.To have a say 
visit wolverhampton.gov.

My close encounter 
with majestic beasts 
was unforgettable 


IMAGINE walking through heath- 
land and encountering deer 
sauntering along a pebbled path 
just 10ft in front of you. 

Well, that’s what happened to me 
when I visited Chasewater Country 
Park, and it was a truly unforgettable 
experience, writes Elizabeth Littley. 

On the evening in question two young 
red deer, one hind and one stag, appeared 
from the embankment at the side of the 
railway track and made their way slowly 
along the gravelled footpath in front of me. 

The graceful hind stopped every few min¬ 
utes to feed on the low growing trees, while 
the watchful stag followed close behind, 
occasionally turning to keep his eye on me. 

I have spotted these majestic creatures 
roaming the wooded areas, taking a drink 
from the secluded ponds and lakes, or graz¬ 
ing on the low growing trees and shrubs. 

Most sightings have been on Chasewater 
Heaths and neighbouring Norton Bog, but 
I have also encountered them in the wooded 
areas near the North Shore, by the side of 
the ‘Wetland Walk’ boardwalk, and on the 
grassy banks near the dam. 

I have seen them on their own, in twos or 
threes, or in small herds. Mothers and their 
calves roam around in small groups, while 
stags are a less common sight. 

Witnessed 

On a sunny day last January, however, I 
did see three large-antlered stags sunbath¬ 
ing on the embankment near the dam. 

They were totally unperturbed by the nu¬ 
merous amounts of people who were stop¬ 
ping to take their picture. 

I’ve also stood on a hillside and witnessed 
a roaring stag guarding his harems of hinds 
on an area of heathland below me. 

Recently the deer have been on the move 
and venturing further into Burntwood. 

They have been spotted grazing on grass 
opposite a supermarket, and there have 
been sightings of them wandering from 
lawn to lawn on housing estates, over a 
mile from the country park. 

The deer population is expanding across 
the UK, and Chasewater and the surround¬ 
ing areas are no exception. The lack of nat¬ 
ural and human predators, warm winters 
and good food supplies has helped them 
to thrive, especially in new environments. 
Chasewater and Norton Bog are good feed¬ 
ing grounds as the wet and dry heathlands 
contain established and recently planted 
shrubs, plants and trees. Chasewater is also 
a perfect habitat for these herbivores as it 
contains fens, woods, pools and ponds. 

There have been sightings of red deer 
at Chasewater and the surrounding areas 
since the 1980s. No-one is sure where the 
deer originated from, although Cannock 
Chase, which is well-known for its deer 
population, is only five miles away and 
connected fields, paths and quiet country 
routes have probably led to the deer mak¬ 
ing their way into new habitats, including 
Chasewater. In fact, nowadays you are 
more likely to see deer on Chasewater than 
any other wild creature.

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More than 50 addresses 
on ambulance blacklist 

DOZENS of homes in the Black Country and Staffordshire 
are blacklisted by West Midlands Ambulance Service over 
fears for paramedics’ safety. 

Police escorts are required for ambulance staff visiting 
52 addresses in the West Midlands which have been flagged 
up as ‘dangerous places’. They include properties in Wol¬ 
verhampton, Walsall, Sandwell, Dudley, Wyre Forest and 
Staffordshire. 

The addresses become blacklisted on the back of reports 
by paramedics from previous visits. Reasons range from 
dangerous dogs, attacks on staff and verbal abuse. 

Letters are written to the addresses, where possible, and 
they are reviewed regularly by ambulance bosses. 

Spokesman Murray McGregor said: “If a crew go to a 
place where they have been assaulted, they will report it in 
their paperwork - it is then it will get flagged up. 

“We can write to the address, tell them the situation, but 
in some cases we have to take action. 

“It is about ensuring the safety of our staff while they go 
about their work.” 

The number of blacklisted addresses has fallen from 79 
in 2015 but in 2011 there were just 11. The figures for 
attacks on ambulance staff continue to rise.

Judge says veteran bus driver 
unfairly sacked for one mistake 


A VETERAN bus driver 
sacked for running a red 
light has won an unfair dis¬ 
missal claim against his for¬ 
mer bosses. 

Abdul Jabbar, 59, of Dudley, was 
sacked by National Express West 
Midlands in October 2015 after CCTV 
footage captured him running the 
light in King Street, Dudley. 


But he claimed the dismissal was 
totally over-the-top for one mistake in 
an unblemished career of more than 
30 years behind the wheel. 

Now, after a hearing before an em¬ 
ployment tribunal, Judge Glyn Lloyd 
has ruled the sacking ‘unfair’ and 
that Mr Jabbar is entitled to compen¬ 
sation. 

“The claimant is a bus driver of ex¬ 
emplary record,” said the judge. “He 


has worked for the respondent with¬ 
out any disciplinary taint for some 37 
years. What he did was - and we ac¬ 
cept it was - a five-second momentary 
lapse of concentration.” 

However, despite ruling the sacking 
unfair, Judge Lloyd said Mr Jabbar’s 
age and race discrimination claims 
had not been proved. The case will re¬ 
turn to the employment tribunal.

hen Rick Astley 
walked away from 
the music business 
at the age of 27, 
he imagined that 
would be that. The 


singer had sold the best part of 40 
million records and his 1987 song 
Never Gonna Give You Up had been a 
number one hit single in 25 countries 
and won a Brit Award. 

His retirement in 1993 was meant to be for real. And 
when he re-emerged in 2007, he imagined it would be 
just for laughs and a few bob here and there. The last 
thing he expected was hitting number one on the album 
chart at the age of 50. 

And yet the singer has led a charmed life. He only 
joined his band, FBI, because the singer had left for 
a career as a hairdresser. And he only came to the 
attention of Pete Waterman because he was working as a 
recording studio tea boy, or so the story goes. 

“I don’t think anybody around me or anybody who 
knows me was expecting that, to have a number one 
album in the UK again. That was pretty freaky.” 

Rick went to number one last year and has been riding 
the crest of a wave ever since. He’s played sold out 
shows across the UK and is back to headline Saturday’s 
Cannock Chase gig for Forest Live, with special guest 
Rumer. 

He wasn’t particularly nervous about the release of 50. 
He had realistic expectations - that didn’t involve getting 
to number one. He hoped the record would be well 
promoted and that people would, a) get to hear it, and, b) 
enjoy it. 

“In a lot of ways, no, really, there wasn’t any 
pressure. I didn’t have anything to be nervous about 
— because, like I said, we didn’t really have any 
expectations. I made this record myself in my own 
studio at home. I wrote it all, produced it, played all 
the instruments. It was a labour of love. 

It’s been something I kind of wanted to 
do to mark my 50th birthday, which was 
this year, but obviously I was making the 
record last year. I didn’t anticipate anything 
fantastic happening. I just kind of thought, 

‘Well, we’ll see how we can put the record 
out and we’ll see how it goes’.” 

The most remarkable aspect of 
50 was its sheer quality. A spiritual 
record, it was deeply soulful and 
rich in sound. Rick was happy 
with that aspect of it - and 
thrilled that it earned him a 
gold disc by selling more 
than a quarter of a million 
copies. 

“I think, for me, even 
as a small kid, I sang in 
choirs — at the church 
choir, school choir. They 
weren’t gospel choirs, 
that’s for sure, but the idea of 
singing with other people. When I was 
having Never Gonna Give You Up and 
a couple of the other hits, I wouldn’t 
have thought that deeply about 
certain lyrics, I don’t think, because 
they were pop songs — It was 
like, ‘girl meets boy, boom’, you 
know. Having lived a bit longer 
now, I think certain things that 
have happened in my life have 
definitely changed the way I 
feel about things. 

“The song Angels On My 
Side is about the fact that 
I have two elder brothers 
and an older sister and 


they looked out for me a lot. My mum and 
dad got divorced - and obviously, my 
mum and dad looked after me - but I’m 
saying having older brothers and an 
older sister, that could have gone one 
of two ways. They could have neglected 
the youngest kid, and I don’t think they 
did. I think they looked after me. That’s 
happened right through my career, as 
well: I’ve had good people around me. 

I’ve still got most of my sanity. And I’ve still 
got some money, which is a freaky thing 
in this industry sometimes. When 
people have a pop career, 
they kind of get churned 
up and thrown out the 
other end, and they 
have a disastrous life 
sometimes after it. And 
I’ve had a charmed, 
amazing life.” 

Rick had a testing 
childhood because 
his mum and dad lost 
a son before he was 
born and became 
very unhappy, 
before going their 
separate ways. That 
upbringing led him 
to music because he 
found his escape by 
singing. 

“When you’re around two 
people who are very, very, very 
unhappy, i.e. your parents, it’s 
really tough - and that’s why I 
got into music, I think. I wanted 
to be at the school choir. I 
wanted to be at church, even 
though I wasn’t necessarily very 
religious. I just wanted to be 


somewhere else with people my own age and singing 
really helped me. One of the songs on the album is called 
Keep Singing, and that’s kind of, again, what that is about 
- that singing’s been good for me.” 

And yet Rick didn’t imagine that he’d be as successful 
as he’s been. He certainly didn’t anticipate becoming a 
star in the USA, where Whenever You Need Somebody 
became a double platinum album. 

“To be honest, having success in America, a couple 
number ones and a few top tens, you kind of think, 

‘It doesn’t get any bigger than that’. But then again, I 
would look at other artists around my time — if you look 
at George Michael’s career through the 80s and into 
the 90s and stuff, I mean, it’s on a different league, a 
different level. Another British guy, obviously. So I think, 
to be fair, it was four or five years of being really famous. 
And I wouldn’t swap it for anything: It was an amazing 
experience, you know, because I made quite a lot of 
money. And I’m one of those people who actually wants 
to say that, because the way I look at the money side of 
it is that it bought me freedom. I’ve been free to do a lot 
of other things that I wanted to do. Nothing maybe too 
extravagant, but just freedom.”

West Midlands, Pure Bar is all about the simple things 
in life. So delicious fish and chips is served along with 
steak and fries, sausage rolls, Black Country pork pies 
and free range pickled eggs. Nothing could be cooler. 
Except, of course, under Antona’s brilliant gaze, the 
humble beef patty is elevated into a new realm. There 
are sharing boards of great cheese and charcuterie and 
the suppliers are the best in the region. 

With flavoursome dishes, brilliant craft ales and 
polished service, it’s pure enjoyment.

MOTORING 37 


A strong contender among city cars 



By Jack Evans 

The Skoda Citigo is about as no-frills a 
car as you can get today. It’s designed for 
urban drivers who need a practical but 
compact way of getting around, as well as 
for those who don’t want to pay the earth in 
running costs. The original car did this to a 
tee and now it’s been updated for 2017. 

What does that mean? Well, the exterior 

- which was never bad looking in the first 
place - has been treated to a reshaped front 
grille and modified bumper as well as daytime 
running lights. There’s also a jazzy new colour 

- Kiwi Green - which stands out against the 
plethora of grey and black hues currently on 
the road today. 

Inside, you now get a redesigned instrument 
cluster while a new infotainment system gives 
clearer control over the DAB digital radio and 
media options. There’s even a multifunction 
steering wheel available - though this is an 
optional extra. 

The previous-generation Citigo was a good- 
looking little car and thankfully Skoda has 
only improved the package. The previously 
mentioned daytime running lights give it 
a little more presence on the road, while 
redesigned 15-inch alloy wheels fill the 
Citigo’s arches nicely. The all-new Kiwi Green 
colour looks great on the car too - though it’s 
sure to divide opinion. 

The Citigo’s interior has a quality to it that 
you’d expect from cars double its price. 
Everything feels exceptionally well put 
together, and though there are some harder 
plastics to be found, you need to remember 
that they’re in a car which can be bought for a 
shade under £9,000. 

It’s impressive, just as it was in the original,

while the variety of Skoda ‘Simply Clever’ 
features - an umbrella under the front 
passenger seat and a fold-out bag hook on 
the handle of the glove compartment, for 
instance - only add to the interior’s quality. 

Given that the Citigo measures just 
3,597mm (a Ford Fiesta is 3,969mm, for 
context) then you wouldn’t expect to find 
much in the way of practicality. The reality 
couldn’t be further from the truth. In five-door 
layout, like our test car, there’s 251 litres of 
seats-up boot space, rising to 959 litres with 
them folded down. It has a split floor too, 
giving a far more flexible storage solution. 

Front seat passengers get plenty of leg 
and headroom, while those in the back are 
- surprisingly - equally well catered for. Of 
course, taller passengers may struggle in 
terms of headroom, but occupants of average 
height will be more than comfortable sat in the 
rear of the Citigo. 

In the modern motoring age of driving 
assists and autonomous steering, the Citigo 
offers a driving experience that is nothing 
short of refreshing. There haven’t been any 


mechanical changes made to this car over the 
previous model, which means that it drives 
just as well as it did. 

The steering is light but communicative, 
while the five-speed manual gearbox has a 
decent action. The engine needs to be worked 
hard at times - especially when tackling steep 
gradients - but for most of the time it’s settled 
and refined - something you wouldn’t expect 
from a three-cylinder petrol engine. 

It’s a basic driving experience, that’s for 
sure, but that doesn’t stop it from being an 


enjoyable one. And if you’re after a car that 
is happier doing longer miles, then the more 
powerful engine is the one to go for. 

If you want a Citigo with all the bells and 
whistles - think dark privacy glass and heated 
seats - then that’s exactly what you can get in 
the £11,325 Monte Carlo-edition car. In truth 
though, we’d recommend going for a more 
base-spec Citigo, as it lies closer to the car’s 
no-frills mentality than the more equipment¬ 
laden models. 

The SE model is the pick of the bunch 


in our eyes, offering air conditioning, rear 
folding seats and an infotainment system 
with Bluetooth connectivity and six speakers 
for £9,635 for the 59bhp, three-door model. 

It also remains a very good car for first-time 
drivers thanks to its Group 2 insurance rating. 

The Citigo is ideal for drivers who want a car 
that isn’t festooned with technology, and one 
which doesn’t cost all that much to run. As 
mentioned earlier, it’s also a great choice for 
just-passed motorists who are looking to keep 
insurance premiums to a minimum.

Honda 'driving machine' packs a punch 


HONDA CIVIC TYPE RGT, £32,995 



Put away £33,000 for the Honda, which will really zoom up to 62mph

DON’T tell BMW, but someone has pinched 
its famous boast; buy one and you’ll have 
the ‘ultimate driving machine’. 

The cheeky interloper is Honda, more 
specifically the company’s latest, hottest, 
brashest, loudest version of the Civic Type R. 

And there on a presentation screen at the 
press drive event in BMW’s homeland were 
the three words that the 169mph Civic wants 
to take as its own. 

But, you ask, is 320 horsepower and a 
deeply serious approach to building this 
winged, spoilered and extravagantly vented 
Type R enough to deserve any of that trio of 
well used words? 

Quite probably; there is no denying its 
performance potential and Honda has the 
video to prove it. 

Around the notoriously unforgiving 
Nurburgring race track, long considered 
too dangerous for grand prix cars but now a 
stretch of tortuous tarmac for everyone to hire 
at 25 euros a lap. 

The latest Type R polished off the 14.1 miles 
in 7mins 43.8secs to claim a record for any 
front-wheel drive production car. If you’re the 
sort of youngish thruster who might sell his 
mother for a down payment on a new one, this 
time matters. A lot. 

Other rivals - the likes of the Ford Focus 
RS and Volkswagen’s Golf R - are also no 
slouches round the Ring but the Type R is 
unarguably in the mix now. It is also, by a 
useful margin, less expensive than either of 
them. 

You can have the hottest Honda hatch for 
£30,995 but nearly everyone will find another 


£2,000 for the GT model, which comes with 
goodies including satellite navigation, dual 
zone climate control, wireless charging pad, 

11 speaker sound system and a clutch of 
added safety features like blind spot warning 
and cross traffic monitor which keeps watch 
as you reverse from a parking space. 

None of these features are fundamental to 
the nature of the beast that is the new Type 
R. And at its beating heart is a modestly 
reworked version of the 2.0 litre engine from 
the old car, forcing 320 metric horses (up 10 
horsepower) through its front wheels, now 
wrapped in larger alloys and carrying wider, 
super sticky tyres. 

Thank a turbocharger for giving the Type R 
the sort of mid-range back shove you might 
be pleased with in a junior Lamborghini 
and enough to max out at 169mph, not 
approached on an unrestricted but busy 
stretch of autobahn, with this driver finding the 
brake pedal as the speedo eagerly chased its 
way to double the UK motorway limit. 

The hot RS from Ford manages 165mph and 
is usefully faster to 62mph than the Honda 
(4.7 seconds plays 5.7 seconds) but it feels 
less ferocious, which may not be a virtue in 
this type of machine. 

The £33,500 Golf R is also quicker to the 
magic 62mph than the newcomer, posting 
a 4.7 seconds time but its top speed is 
electronically limited to a ‘mere’ 155mph. 

It also feels more mature and less exciting 
to drive, and might well appeal to a rather 
different sort of enthusiast. 

Buying the Honda will save you a PCP 
payment (£299 monthly on a three-year 
contract) thanks to lower exhaust emissions, 
with a £500 first year tax hit versus £800 for 


the Ford and VW (actual C02 readings are 
170/175/180g/km). 

You won’t buy any of these hottest hatches 
to worry about fuel economy, but for the 
record the Honda is officially best at 38.7mpg 
with the Golf next at 37.7mpg and the Ford 
trailing with 36.7mpg. None will approach that 
on the road, of course, let alone if let loose on 
a circuit track day. 

But back to the bits that might make you 
badly want a four-door Civic Type R parked 
outside the house, raring to head for a track or 
deserted mountain pass high in the Alps. 

We’ve looked at the engine, but the 
engineers have been equally thorough in 
every other go-faster aspect of this Swindon- 
built superhatch. 

So, the brakes are big and made by Brembo, 
the go-to name for superior stopping power. A 
little larger than before, they took several laps 
of the many cornered EuroSpeedway without 
complaint, as did the specially developed 
Continental tyres with rubber as clingy as a 
needy child in a strop. 

There are now three driving modes, from 
comfort (which did a decent job of taming the 
ride on Germany’s surreally smooth roads) 
through sport, which tightens throttle, steering 
and damping to +R for the race track, where 
things sharpen to a scimitar-like level. 

All those body add-ons - enough to raise 
a smile and thumb’s up from a German 
van driver alongside in a traffic jam (yes, in 
Germany!) also make the Type R the only one 
of its breed to actually force the car down on 
the road at speed. 


Away from the track the Type R ought to 
prove a mostly undemanding companion 
when you simply want to get somewhere 
briskly, although the eyeball attracting 
triple exhaust pipe, especially developed to 
dampen droning in the cockpit is only a partial 
success. 

Ditto the revised rear suspension, which sets 
out to stop a mild uneasiness from the rear 


under heavy braking but still lets you know 
the back wheels are working hard as you slow 
hard. 

Minor details, these, in a car that shows 
Honda - once likened to a Japanese BMW 
thanks to its engineering focus - is fighting 
hard to wrench the German marque’s slogan 
from them. 

Ultimate driving machine? Not far off.

WISCONSIN is a long way from Wolver¬ 
hampton - but it is a journey made pos¬ 
sible by dedication, determination and 
no little talent. 

So when 22-year-old Aaron Rai, who was 
born in Wolverhampton and raised in Perton, 
stepped out for the US Open at Erin Hills, 
he was rubbing shoulders with the cream of 
world golf, including four-time Major winner 
Rory Mcllroy and World No.l Dustin Johnson.

But Rai, who was watched by proud parents Amrik 
Singh and Dalvir Shukl, insisted it had been an 
‘amazing experience’. 

The Patshull Park member enjoyed a great start to 
his Major championship debut in the first round. The 
22-year-old was in the third group out and birdied the 
par-five first to claim an early share of the lead. 

He ended day one with a one-over-par 73 but a 
round of 80 on day two meant he missed the cut. 

But the former Perton Primary School and Wolver¬ 
hampton Grammar School boy, who has recorded two 
victories on the Challenge Tour this season, insisted 
he had enjoyed his experience. 

Automatic 

“It was great,” he said. “It was an amazing experi¬ 
ence although I wasn’t aware of sharing the lead after 
one hole - maybe 71 holes early!” 

Rai booked his place at Erin Hills by winning the 
36-hole international qualifying event at Walton 
Heath and another win on the Challenge Tour would 
secure automatic promotion to the European Tour. 

“It’s been a fantastic season so far, I couldn’t have 
asked for anything more,” added Rai. 

“It’s amazing to get a taste of it and it would be 
fantastic to have more opportunities in the future,” 
he said.

a very good test but it’s also fair at the same time. If 
you play well, get the ball in position and hit some 
good approach shots the greens are perfect so you can 
give yourself some chances.

Major competition capped an incredible rise for the 
young professional is currently in just his second year 
on the European Challenge Tour - the second tier of 
professional golf.

There’s 
still a long, long way to go.” 

Rai has progress from his back garden putting 
green at his home in Perton where his family still 
lives - through coaching sessions at the 3 Hammers 


complex in Coven and on to the fairways at Patshull 
Park as one of its youngest members. 

The putting green at home is still there but it 
doesn’t look quite so new nowadays, said Rai. But he 
believed his own hard work was paying dividends. 

“Certainly with any sport you have to work hard 
to achieve your ambitions,” he said. “It’s a whole life¬ 
style that you have to adopt.” 

That has been in evidence since he was swinging a 
club as a four-year-old with his dad, and remembered 
by those who helped develop Rai’s burgeoning golfing 
talent of prodigal proportions. 

Richard Bissell, Patshull Park’s resident profes¬ 
sional, remembers Aaron’s work ethic well and is 
thrilled to see him find a place at golfs top table. 

“It is fantastic. I keep in touch with him on social 
media and I see him down the club quite often,” he 
said. 

Progress 

“When he’s not playing, he is usually down here, 
in the gym. It is testament to the hard work and his 
level-headedness over the years - he has never got too 
big for his boots.” 

And Bissell added: “He’s just like anyone from the 
public, no big ego thinking he is the best player in the 
world or anything like that.
